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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed 1/1 7/2007 has been placed of record in the file. 

2. No claims have been amended. 

3. Claims 2 1 -36 are now pending. 

4. The applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21-36 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. A detailed discussion is set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 103 

5. Claims 21-36 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Adams 
et al. (U.S, Patent Number 6,898,636), hereinafter referred to as Adams, in view of Coughlin et 
al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,810,41 1), hereinafter referred to as Coughlin, as presented in the 
previous action dated 10/17/2006. 

Response to Arguments 

6. In the remarks, the applicant has argued: 
• < Argument 1> 

The combination of Adams and Coughlin does not disclose the features of claim 21 
because it does not disclose "redirecting the request to the second server for storing of the 
user-specific data at the second server" and "conducting a data upload directly between 
the first computer and the second server to store the user-specific data at the second 
server" as recited in claim 21 . 
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7. In response to argument 1, the combination of Adams and Coughlin does disclose the 
redirecting and conducting steps as recited in claim 21. From the applicant's remarks, it appears 
as though the applicant has misinterpreted the rejection. The applicant argues that Adams 
teaches replicating a message to multiple servers in column 22, lines 39-40. However, this 
feature of Adams' system is distinct from the features shown to meet the limitations of claim 21. 
In fact, it is Adams' first database that meets the limitation of the claimed second server. As the 
applicant admits in the remarks, "the disclosure in Adams requires transfer of the content first to 
the database in the secure domain." In Adams, once the user is logged in he is enabled access to 
such a database. Then the user is able to code messages and transfer them to the database for 
retrieval by other users. See again, column 22, lines 32-39. The applicant is also directed to 
column 12, lines 42-61 (previously cited to dependent claim 24) which explains in further detail 
the types of transactions certain users may have with a database after they have been authorized. 

8. In addition, the applicant has argued that claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103, but not 
explicitly discussed, are allowable based on the above arguments. Thus, claims disclosing 
similar limitations to the discussed claims and related dependent claims remain rejected under 
the same reasoning as presented above.
